SIR ELDON GORST. 

Included ina house party assembled in the 
Eastern Counties some two-end-twenty years 
ago was & young man who entered with spirit 
into all the amusements of a very gay week. 
There was a county ball in the neighbouring 
town, besides dancing and amusements of all 
kinds in the country house itself. Of these 
gaieties the young man in question was the life 
and sual. Few of those whe formed that hogke 
party in the mid-eigbties foresaw the eminence 
to which their fellow-guest would attain, 
many were strack with the brilliance of his 
conversation and the pungency of his wit. 
One or two predicted for him a great future. 

These last were in the right, for Bldon Gorst * 
has in these twenty-odd years risen to quite a 
dazzling height in the service of his country. It 
was just after the house party in question that 
he first entered the Foreign Office, at the age of 
twenty-four. He had, it is true, certain pre- 
liminary advantages that stood him in good 
stead. The son of a distingui father—for 
even at that time Sir John-Gorst was Solicitor- 
General, and in the following year he became 
under-Secretary for India—Eidon Gorst had 
been educated at Eton, and had gone thence 
to Trinity College, Cambridge, whence he 
emerged twentieth wrangler. Yet these are ad- 
vantages shared by many who elect to make 
diplomacy their profession. It was this young 
man’s own personality that so soon made 
its mark, leading him on through the 
various grades of attaché third Secretary 
and second Seeretary, until he became, in the 
year 1890, a very important as 
Controller of Direct nae to the Eafotian 
Government. Here was an opening that gave 
scope for the brain-power that Natare had 
given Mr. Eldon Gorst in no scant measure. In 
two years he became Under-Secretary of State 
for Finance, and two years later came to him 
the post of Adviser to the Ministry gf the In- 
terior. These important offices brought their 
holder, of course, into close relations with Lord 
Cromer, whose understudy he became and 
that so snccessfally that five years ago a grate- 
ful Government improved plain Mr. Eldon 
Gorst into Sir Eldon Gorst by bestowing on him 
a Civil K.C.B. It is only during the present 
year, however, that the clever young diplomat 
of twenty yedrs ago attained to the highest 


| Teward that comes of long service in Egypt. 


Lord Cromer, from motives of health and 
because of advancing years, last spring elected 
to retire from his responsible position in Cairo. 
Who 80 fit to succeed him as Sir Eldon Gorst, 
trained for so many years under his watchtul 
eye | So the man of the moment was there at 
the moment, and now, at the age of forty-six, 
finds himselt the deus ex machina of all the 
complicated network of Egyptian affairs. 

Even his most ardent admirers will not be 
disposed to consider Sir Eldon Gorst particular. 
ly imposing in his personal appearance. He is 
quite unusvally short, as the men of these days 
go, with rather a stoop of the shoulders, and 
short sight necessitates his wearing pince-net 
at all times ard seasons. Yet his is an exceed- 
ingly clever face, and the eyes, even through 
their spectacles, have a merry, bright twinkle 
that shows a keen sense of humonr. In former 
days no one entered more keenly into the social 
gaieties of Cairo, and Mr. Gorst, as he then 
was, in spite of being a man of affairs, managed 
to be at all the amusing picnio parties, balls, 
and dinners of the winter season in Egypt. 
Four years ago, however, having waited till he 
was well over forty, Sir Eldon settled down to 
matrimony ; he wooed and won the daughter 
of a well-known South African financier, Mr. 
Charles Rudd, and their wedding in Lancaster 
Gate was one of the events of the season of 
1908. Lady Gorst is avery charming and po- 
pular lady, who will do the honours of the 
British Consulate-General with much of the 
grace that made her predecessor, Lady Cromer, 
80 well jiked during these last five seasons at 
Cairo. To complete the good fortune of Sir 
Eldon Gorst—to whom, surely, the gods have 
been extraordinarily kind—there is a young 
hopeful, who has just accompanied Lady Gorst 
to Egypt, and will, no doubt, in time carry on 
the traditions of a specially talented family to 
the third generation—(From “The World”

During the 
corresponding period of last year the imports 
totalled 1,199,558. 


Births and Deaths. : 
A total of 10 European and 623 native 
hirths and 16 European and 337 native deaths 
are recorded in Cairo for the week ending 
December 2nd. Infant mortality has increased 
amongst thé’ natives, no less than 209 out 
of the total of 8337 being of children ander the 
age of five years. The European deaths in- 
clude five children.in the numbers given. Ten 
deaths were due to diphtheria, two to typhus 
including ore European to typhoid, one to 
erysipilas, and one to puerperal fever. 


New Exyptian Co :

Egypt and American Cotton. 


The “New York American” remarks : 
“Many persons believe that cotton will go 
lower, but some of those who believe this are 
trying to terrify the Southern planters by 
pointing to Egypt. Egypt has had many 
chances to raise all the cotton the world 
needed, but it has never been able to increase 
its prodaetion materially. Improvements for 
handling the water of the Nile were made 
some years ago. They did not result in any 
increase in the cotton crop, although they did 
produce an immense crop of scandal in London 
and Alexandria The United States is secure 
in its control of the cotton market, but in 
<pite of that cotton seems to be pointing down 
ward simply because a season of economy has 
settled all over the world.

THE TRANSFER TO BELGIUM. 


(Gazette's Special Service.) 


London, Saturday. 

The treaty transferring the Congo Free 
State to Belgium has just been made public 
and is aronsing considerable interest. It is a 
somewhat ambiguous political document. The 
annexes, documents and complementary ‘ispo- 
sitions of the treaty have been kept secret as 
yet. The correspondent of the “Daily Telegraph” 
at Brussels says that the treaty has produced a 
bad effect in well-informed circles there. 


MACEDONIA. 


JUDICIAL REFORM. 


(Gazette's Special Service.) 


London, Saturday. 

According it a statement made in “The 
Times” to-day the Ambassadors of the Powers 
interested in the Macedonian question are re- 
ported to have arrived at a complete harmoni- 
ons agreement, regarding a scheme for judicial 
reform in Macedonia. According to this scheme 
it is stipulated that inspectors be appointed, half 
of whom are to be Moslems and half Christians. 
These inspectors will be ordered to report to 
the Financial Commission It is also stipulated 
that a European jurist should be vominated to 
a seat on the Commission as a legal expert 


EGYPT'S DANGER. 


Two ihteresting speeches, representing the 
different points of view in regard to the policy 
to be pursued in regard to this country, 
were made last week. The standpoint of the 
cosmopolitan European financier is tersely 
expressed in the statement as to the situation 
in Egypt made “by Baron G. de Reuter, 
who presided over the second ordinary meeting 
of the Anglo-Belgian Company of Egypt. The 
official report of his speech was published in 
our issue of yesterday, but the remarks which 
we will now quote were not included therein, 
although considerable prominence is given to 
them in the London newspapers. The Baron, 
in moving the adoption of the report, said that 
“during the last twenty-four years the progress 
of Egypt had been phenomenal from an econo- 
mical pcint of view. The position of the fellab 
had been immensely improved. He wanted to 
he left alone to cultivate his ground and to be 
free from the unjust impositions with which 
he was burdened in the past. The idea that he 
wanted Parliamentary repre-entation was not 
serious, and those persons who were really 
acquainted with the country scoffed at the 
notion. ei 

“Lord Cromer, at the Guildhall, last month, 
adverting to this question, stated, that he 
viewed the extremists in this country who had 
misled the Egyptians as to the true trend of 
feeling here as the worst enemies of Egyptian 
progress: the extremists. were mischievous 
because of their suggestion of changes for 
which the state of Egypt was not yet ripe.” 

It the edifice, which we have built op 
here, should crumble owing to the policy of the 
Radical extremists, the Baron pointed out that 
it was those who had financial interests in this 
country who would suffer, whether they be 
foreigners or Egyptians, and he therefore, 
appealed to the shareholders as business men 
todo what they could to nip such a danger in 
the bad. “It was in their power to do it. The 
extremists in Egypt only existed because they 
counted upon a certain support in this country 
and on the Continent ; and if that support be 
denied them they would inevitably and oom 
pletely cease to exist. All Europeans having a 
stake in Kgypt deplored this fanning of the 
flame in England, aa they deemed it disastrous 
to all concerned.”

SUPPRESSION OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The supression—for that is what it amounts 


the 
Government, for when it is considered what a 
large amoont of both time and money has been 
expended in conducting the preliminary work 
necesssry to the ultimate success of the depart 
ment, it-seems to be a matter for regret that it 
should have been found necessary to suspend 
operations just at the time when everything 
had been pat on a sound working basis and the 
real work of the Department was about to 
commence. 

We understand that the Director in his 
preliminary report to the Government affirmed 
that it would not be antil the year 1908 that 
any tangible results. could be expect- 
ed, as in hia opinion it would be _impossi- 
ble to carry out the organization of the Depart- 
mentina less time. Thus it happens that 
now at theclose of 1907, when the station 
at Edfou stands in perfect readiness for the 
carrying through of any necessary experiments, 
and all is ready for the start, the Government 
has chosen to abolish—or at least practically 
abolish—the Department altogether. 

It may very possibly be that in the opin- 
ion of the Goverment, the country is not yet 
ina sufficiently advanced position to justify 
further expenditure on what is, after all, a 
practically unknown quantity, but surely if 
this is the case, there must have been a deplor 
able lack of forethought exercised by those to 
whom the formation of the Department of 
Mines was originally due, if the Department 
was intended only to make the crudest in- 
vestigations into the mining and geological 
possibilities of the country, then the expendi- 
tare at Edfou was entirely unjustifiable and 
should have been checked. If however the 
work, which has been carried on, bas been 
in accordance with the ideas asd intentions of 
the Government, it is more then ever surpris- 
ing that this time should have been chosen for 
their sudden alterations in plan. 

It would be interesting to know the precise 
reasons which has prompted the Government’ 
to take this drastic action. We believe it to 
be primarily due to motives of economy. but 
on the other hand it is an undoubted fact that 
an oil field of considerable value has already 
been discovered, marble and sulphur have 
been found, both of good quality aud in pre 
sumably workable quantities, and for the de- 
velopment of the pottery industries alone it 
might have been imagined that a further lease 


ot tie ye been allotted to the 
responsible for these discoveries. 
While itis true that as faras gold is concern- 


ed, the results have been somewhat disappoint- 
ing, it is in only very few countries where gold 
can be said to be the staple form of mineral 
wealth. There is gold in Egypt. There are 
emeralds and rubies also. But because neither 
are foand in extraordinary quantities is no 
reason why the existence of other minerals 
should be ignored in the great portion of the 
country as yet unexplored, and such dis- 
coveries as have already been made augurs 
hopefully for the future. We believe that there 
are still one or two men of the former Depart- 
ment to be retained to act in their original 
positions, and it may be that the working is 
therefore simply to remain in abeyance. In the 
meanwhile we trust that the money spent in 
the formation of the Edfou base, and io the 
accumulation of the necessary details pertain- 
ing to it will not prove to be so much money 
wasted, 


COMPANIES IN RGYPT. 


To rue Eprror or tar “Eoyptian Gazette”. 


Sir,—In reference to the unfortunate in- 
cidents that have of late occurred in regard to 
Limited Liability Companies registered in 
London, but whose sphere of operations is in 
Egypt and whose board of directors is only 
composed of subjects of foreign Powers, the 
only remedy is to require the entire board to 
be composed of British subjects amenable to 
British Consular jaridiction, thus avoiding the 
interminable delays and technical difficulties 
of the Mixed Tribunals. An Act of Parlia- 
ment could be passed for this parpose without” 
any difficulty, as by this time the authorities 
at home should be aware of the abuse by for 
eigners in Egypt of the businessttke facilities 
afforded by the English Law for the formation 
of companies.

MR. FLETCHER’S WORK. 
. 


At & meeting of the general committee of 
the Khedivial Agrioultaral Society on the 4th 
inst., Mr. Frederick Fletcher, M.A. (Cantab), 


| B. So (Lond ), Principal of Agrioaltare, Gissh, 


was elected a member of the executive com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Fletcher was from 1901 to 1908 lectarer 
on agriculture at ‘the School of Agriculture, 
Gizeh, and has returned to that school as 
sucoessor to Dr. Mackenzie after some tour 
years’ valuable and varied experience in India 
as Depaty-Director of Agriculture for the 
Bombay Presidency Mr. Fletcher was elected 
foundation scholar of St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, in natoral science, and after taking 
the B.A. degree he proceed to the agricultural 
department of the university and obtained 
the diploma in agriculture. During his two 
years at the School of Agriculture at Gizeh he 
commenced breeding experiments with Egyp- 
tian cotton, and gave special attention to 
making a complete collection of the varieties of 
cotton grown all over the world. Before leaving 
Egypt he passed the departmental examination 
in Arabic, and wrote a handbook on “Egyp- 
tian Insect Pests.” In India Mr. Fletcher's 
work ineluded the organisation of a depart- 
ment of practical agriculture, and the establish- 
ment of experimental farms for cotton 
growing in various parts of th» Bombay 
Presidency. Mr. Fletcher coptinued to give 
attention to the collection of cottons, and 
a largely illustrated monograph compiled 
by him on this subject is now being print- 
edby the Government of Bombay. Among 
other agricultural questions taken up by Mr. 
Fletcher may be mentioned the introduction 
of Egyptian cotton jhto the Indus valley, and 
an investigation of the so-called “exhaustion” 
of soils, on which latter subject he prepared a 
special paper now being printed by the Agri- 
cultural Department of the Government of 
Iudia. Mr. Fletcher has been able to see a 
considerable improvement in the quality of 
cotton grown in the Bombay Presidency, and 
he was not infrequently called_epen by other 
provinces to advise on questions connected 
with cotfon and irrigation for Agricultutal pur- 
poses. lis special knowledge of the vast 
projects of irrigation in the unreclaimed tracts 
of the Panjab places him in the front rank of 
authorities in Egypt on s0 important a subject 
as land reclamation. 

The Ministry of Education and the new 
Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Edneation are to be congratulated upon having 
seouretl the services of an agricultural expert 
and administrator with such wide and im- 
portant experience, and it may be expected 
that the School of Agricultare and also the 
Khedivial Agricultaral Society will largely 
benefit as a resalt of the appointment of Mr. 
Fletcher. 


SUPREME CONSULAR COURT. 
MONTANA V. ANGLO-EGYPTIAN BANK.

WEATHER OF NOVEMBER. 
SURVEY DEPARTMENT'S REPORT. 


During the first half ofthe month the wea- 
ther was fine on the whole but cold. In the 
seoond fortnight, however, from the 15th to 
the 21st. and from the 28th to the end of the 
month, two depressions passed eastwards along 
the Mediterranean with consequent bad weath- 
er, accompanied by rain over the Delta. Pres- 
sure was.on the whole above normal, and 
temperature was below it nearly everywhere in 
Egypt and and the Sudan. 

Except at Port Said where there was a slight 
defect, rainfall in northern Egypt was much 
above the usual amount for the month. The 
Sudan, however, where usually a few showers 
fall, showed a marked deficiency except at 
Roseires. At the latter station 83 mm. fell in 
place of the normal 8.7 mm. 

The Nile showed a slight improvement in 
the Sudan towards the middle of the month, 
in consequence of the rains in Abyssinia, but 
afterwards fell away from the mean levels to- 
wards the end,

T ‘and = mins have visited this 
Island during the last fortaight. Much havoc 
was-caused jn many parts by the visitation of 
a windstorm of onusaal fary which broke over 
the Island uprooting trees; breaking down 
huge branches, damaging roofs and in various 
ways causing loss to owners of property. The 
rain:storm of last-week was the most: severe 
that Oyprus:has known for many years, Floods 
oceurred ina number of localities and losses 
have resulted to farmers and gardeners both in 
regard to their crops and their live stock. 

The railway too suffered no little damage 
from the washing away of embankments, and 
the displacing.of sleepers. ‘The. paagengers by 
the.afternoon train from Nicosia to Famagusta 
on Friday the 29th, had a series of unpleasant 
experiences, which. Inekily terminated so far 
satisfactorily, inasmach as they reached the 
port in time for the weekly mail steamer. It 
was doubtfal until the last moment whether 
the trein would. beable to get through, and had 
it not-been for the resourcefulness.and energy 
of Mr. P. P. Higgins, the Superintendent of 
the Locomotive Department, who himself pro- 
ceeded up the line and took personal charge 
of the engine and suceeeded in piloting it safe- 
ly. across the most damaged portion of the 
permanent way, itis improbable that the train 
would have reached its destination. 

Among the passengers were Mr. Justice and 
Mrs., Miss and Master Leo Parker, who were 
leaving tor Englaad before proceeding to 
their new home in the Leeward Islands. Mr. 
Parker had been féted to an unprecedented 
extent for some little time before his departare 
and after seventeen years’ service iv the Island 
he must have felt gratified by the many triend- 
ly dinners and farewell meetings held in his 
honour. Not only did bis brother officials 
testify inthis manner te their regret at his 
departure, but also representative members of 
each section of the community. The dinner 
given on the 27th by members of the English 
Club in Nicosia was attended by His Excellency 
the High Commissioner and was of a specially 
enthosiastic character. On leaving the club the 
carriage in which he returned home was drawn- 
for a considerable distance by members of the 
club. 

Some very bad passages have been made 
lately by the SS. “Salamis” while tulfilling 
iher weekly mail service. Last week the state 
of the sea would not allow her to take on pas- 
sengers or cargo at Limassol on her arrival; but 
as the wind and sea abated she retarned to 
Limassol from Famagusta before crossing back 
to Port Said. Every week full cargoes of cattle, 
sheep and pigs are shipped for Egypt, bute 
very poor time they have of it in bad weather, 
and the proportion which die en-route cannot 
be insignificant.

THE WHEAT'RIOT. 


(Faom-Oon Own Conansronpent. ) 


Beyrout, December 4th. 


The recent wheat riot in Beyroat, which 
resulted in, the prohibition of the expertation 
of wheat, barley and dariseed, was followed by 
other more moderete demonstrationa. On ship- 
ments of wheat being stopped, the prices na- 
turally fell down further as the wheat. mer- 
chants feared a recradescenge of the minatory 
spirit of the mob. The yarious millers, who 
own stean-milla and-deal at the same time in 
wheat, naturally resented this manner in-which 
the tables were turned upon them and strack, 
refnsing to grind any wheat on hire and even 
to sell any of their four in stack, and the poor 
pablic found itself again in.the same impasse. 
It was then.that the . Municipality , interfered 
officially. Several municipal officials were 
given a sudden order to, seize several. of the 
bread stalls and had the loaves weighed. when 
they found an, enormous deficiency in the 
weight. The breadsellers were of course fined 
and then a municipal notice, was published 
in the local papera to the effect that in ease 
a seller of wheat was known to have charged 
more then piastres 43 per two okes of extra 
flour and corresponding prices for the lower 
qualities, he would behanded over to the au- 
thorities to receive the punishment provided 
for by the law. This measure didnot have its 
full effect,tor prices of flour of,extra quality 
continue to range between piastres 5 and 5}. 


The Hedjaz Rellway. 


The Hedjaz Railway affords.a refatation, of 
the widespread belief in the refractoriness of 
Tarkey to reform and the assimilation of 
modern methods of administration. Phe Sov- 
ereign has only to keep a vigilant eye and 
make his subordinates realize the earnestness 
of the Imperial wigh for honest,worls and energy 
and. the undertaking, however vast it.may. be, 
more.or leas will be properly carried out. The 
Hedjaz Railway bas since its inception .been 
fortunate enough to enlist the constant eym- 
pathy of the Sultan and the,reanlts have. belied 
the pessimistic predictions that had been made 
aniyersally about it,,even by.men of great:ex 
perience and foresight. Every day we have 
proofs ot the .contingation of this vigilant 
inteneat on.the part of the Imperial head of 
this colossal undertaking, and this interest acts 
as a maryellous mainspting. of inspiration. to a 
composite body addicted by heredity and habit 
to the loosest form oftadministration. And to 
afford a constant proof and reminder of the 
Sultan's close interest and,earnest wish, the 
p¥issant instrumentality of the Press in the 
Empire is brought to beaf on the subject Every 
order, action or event touching the “Grand 
Line” is communieatedsfiicially to the different 
papers for insertion, andthe following are 
somé that have recently appeared :— 

Some of the Government officials in varioas 
départments at the capital have been en 
trnsted. with the supplementary duties of 
lending assistance and exercising gontrol over 
the financial operations of the railway, and 
three Moslem sanitary doctors have beén 
added to thestaff or the line to treat such 
of the working soldiers as may suecumb to 
illness. A special Iradeihas been promulgated 
enjoining upon these sanitary doctors the 
discharge of their duties:in the most strict 
and conscientious manner under-penalty of 
severe punishment. 

The same Irade includes the endering of, 
8000 cloaks and other wearing appasel for the 
soldiers working on the line. The Sultan seems 
te take interest inevery-detail, and his devotion
